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To  the  Aldridge-Brownhills  Urban  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1970 

The  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  accession  of  the  School  Health  Service,  as  a 
result  of  the  grant  of  Excepted  District  status  on  1.9.70  It  is  too  early  for  me  to  comment 
on  this  event,  other  than  to  state  that  its  impact  is  already  making  itself  felt.  A part  time 
Deputy  Medical  Officer,  as  well  as  a full  time  Clinical  Senior  Medical  Officer  have  been 
appointed. 

Attachment  schemes  of  all  classes  of  nursing  staff  to  G.P’s  have  continued  throughout 
the  year,  and  proved  valuable  inmany  respects.  The  General  Practitioner  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  relationship  has  greatly  improved,  enabling  us  to  hold  regular  meetings 
in  which  valuable  decisions  are  taken.  G.P’s  and  Nurses  have  learned  to  know  each  other 
better.  Most  important,  patients  have  benefited  from  this  improvement  all  round. 

Admission  to  geriatric  hospitals  remains  a thorny  problem.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
at  the  time  of  writing  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  secure  the  establishment  of  a Cottage 
Hospital  for  the  District.  I stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report  that  “it  would  be  highly  desirable 
to  have  a small  hospital  in  the  district  where  G.P’s  can  look  after  their  own  cases,  assisted 
by  resident  and  attached  nursing  staff’’.  This  may  now  materialise. 

The  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  has  resulted  in  undervisiting  of  toddlers  aged  2—5. 

More  Health  Visitors  should  however,  become  available  to  . when  prospective  candidates 
are  allowed  to  train  in  Birmingham,  which  is  so  much  nearer  to  Aldridge  than  Keele. 

The  effect  of  attachment  on  home  nursing  is  reflectea  in  the  increased  number  of  new 
cases  in  all  age  groups.  The  number  of  treatments  has  increased  by  40%. 

Domiciliary  midwifery  is  still  in  the  doldrums,  amounting  to  about  25%  of  all  deliveries 
A domiciliary  midwife  in  this  district  does  on  the  average  25  home  deliveries  and  75 
hospital  discharges  a year. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Handicapped  Register  was  423  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  preponderance  of  female  Physically  Handicapped  can  be  attributed  to  longevity,  and 
greater  proneness  to  rheumatism. 

The  Day  Centre  for  the  Blind  has  proved  a most  succesf-il  enterprise,  and  is  now 
considered  a permanent  institution  for  the  Blind. 

An  important  event  was  the  establishment  of  the  Megan  du  Boisson  Playgroup  for 
Physically  and  Mentally  Handicapppd  Children  in  the  district.  They  are  housed  in  a new 
annexe,  erected  from  funds  provided  by  a Voluntary  Society^Brownhills  Fellowship  for 
the  Handicapped)  and  the  District  Council.  Apart  from  the  relief  to  the  parents,  and  the 
obvious  physical  and  psychological  advantage  to  the  children,  for  whom  this  is  frequently 
the  first  social  experience,  this  is  a fertile  repository  for  the  identification  of  pupils 
suitable  to  join  the  adjacent  new  special  schobl  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 
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The  vehicles  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and  Elderly  have  continued  to  run 
throughout  the  year.  Difficulties  arose  when  the  County  Council  made  funds  hitherto  paid 
to  the  District  Council  payable  directly  to  the  Voluntary  Bodies.  This  led  to  the  introduction 
of  a charge  of  3/-  per  mile 

With  regard  to  Family  Planning,  a third  Clinic  has  now  been  established  in  Brownhills 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  District  show  no  dramatic  change.  The  legitimate  birth 
rate  has  fallen,  the  illegitimate  increased.  Nothing  else  can  be  expected  in  the  present 
climate  of  permissiveness. 

The  Death  Rate  approximately  equals  the  national  rate  — The  Infant  Mortality  rate 
is  better  than  the  national  rate. 

The  causes  of  deaths  remained  the  same.  Deaths  from  coronary  disease  and  cancer 
show  a further  increase.  There  have  been  fewer  road  deaths  but  more  suicides. 

Apart  from  the  influenza  epidemic,  there  was  no  major  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 
The  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  proved  only  temporary.  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  are  on  the  increase  again,  whilst  Scarlet  Fever,  Dysentery  and  hepatitis 
have  decreased.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  HARD  OF  HEARING 


Apart  from  the  statutory  requirement  of  keeping  a register  of  handicapped  persons  who 
apply  for  assistance,  the  Council  is  obliged  to  make  arrangements  for  their  social  welfare 
as  follows : 

1.  assist  handicapped  persons  to  overcome  the  effects  of  their  disabilities  and  to  obtain 
any  available  general,  preventive  or  remedial  treatment,  medical  treatment  which  they 
appear  to  require 

2 give  advice  and  guidance  to  handicapped  persons  on  personal  problems  and  in 

connection  with  any  services  which  appear  to  be  avilable  to  them  and  of  which  they 
wish  to  take  advantage.

The  specially  equipiped  ambulance  donated  in  1966  by  Aldridge  Rotary  Club  and  Round 
Table  continues  to  operate,  altough  it  is  now  coming  to  the  end  of  its  useful  life.

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WATER 


The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr.  James  Lament,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer 
in  Chief  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company. 

1 The  supply  to  the  Urban  District  of  Aldridge  - Brownhills  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity 

The  supply  is  derived  from  one  pumping  station  (Bourne  Vale)  within  and  from  others  outside 
the  boundaries  of  the  Authority.  A proportion  of  water  of  surface  origin  is  also  supplied  to 
parts  of  the  district. 

Regular  and  frequqnet  samples,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical,  are  examined  from  the 
pumping  stations.  Bacteriological  samples  of  the  raw  water  are  also  examined  where  possible. 

During  1970,  47  samples  of  chlorinated  water  from  Bourne  Vale  Pumping  Station  were  all  free 
from  coliform  bacteria,  and  chemical  results  were  satisfactory.  Samples  of  the  raw  water  are 
not  obtainable  owing  to  the  method  of  chlorination  at  this  station. 

Routine  samples  were  also  examined  from  the  Barr  Beacon  Reservoirs  and  from  tap  samples  at 
Aldridge,  Municipal  Buildings,  Brownhills,  High  Street,  Clayhanger,  and  Norton  Canes. 

132  samples  were  examined  from  Barr  Beacon  Reservoirs,  all  of  which  were  free  from  coliform 
bacteria.  17  samples  from  Aldridge,  13  from  Brownhills,  13  from  Clayhanger  and  11  from  Norton 
Canes  were  also  satisfactory.  In  addition,  31  samples  were  examined  from  the  Norton  Canes 
area  and  40  from  Walsall  Wood,  All  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

2 Sterilisation  of  waters  is  carried  out  where  possible  at  the  pumping  stations  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  Special  apparatus  and  staff  are  available  in  the  event  of 
contamination.  Chlorination  on  site  is  practised  following  burst  mains,  etc.,  laying  of  new 
mains  and  emptying  reservoirs.  New  mains  etc.  are  not  brought  into  use  until  the  water  has 
been  examined  and  pronounced  satisfactoy. 

3 The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  at  31st  December  1970 
was  27,580.  There  are  no  dwellings  supplied  from  outside  standpipes  in  the  area.  The 
population  is  estimated  at  3.07  persons  per  house. 

4.  The  naturally  occurring  flouride  content  of  the  water  at  Aldridge  was  0.09p.p.m.

INFORMATION  OBTAINED  BY  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
(Since  1st  September,  1970.) 

Physical  Condition 

The  physical  condition  of  the  children  examined  at  periodic  medical  inspections  is 
shown  in  Table  l.A.  in  the  statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Uncleanliness 

At  periodic  cleanliness  inspections  of  children  9,821  examinations  were  made  and  20 
individual  pupils  were  found  to  be  infested.  There  were  no  cleansing  notices  issued. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids 

At  periodical  and  special  examinations  9 children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils  and/or  adenoids  and  were  referred  for  examination  by  a specialist.  During 
the  period  17  children  received  operative  treatment  through  arrangements  made  by  the 
School  Health  Service.  In  addition  there  were  21  children  who  required  only  medical 
treatment  and/or  observation. 

Skin  Diseases 

Eight  cases  of  skin  disease  (dermatitis,  impetigo,  urticaria,  ringworm,  etc.,)  were 
discovered  at  medical  inspections  and  found  to  require  treatment. 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint 

Ten  cases  of  defective  vision  including  one  squint  were  discovered  at  routine  and 
special  medical  examinations  and  were  referred  for  treatment. 

The  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  each  Friday  morning  at  Aldridge  Clinic,  Leighswood 
Road,  Aldridge,  except  the  6th  Friday  when  the  clinic  is  held  at  Pheasey  Welfare  Centre, 
Beacon  Road,  Great  Barr.  There  is  also  an  Ophthalmic  Clinic  held  on  alternate  Wednesday 
afternoons  at  Shelfield  Clinic,  Coalheath  Lane,  Shelfield.  During  the  period  321  children 
had  refractions  carried  out  by  the  School  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  who  prescribed  glasses  for 
111  children. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing 

At  routine  medical  inspections  during  the  period,  27  cases  in  this  category  were  found 
to  require  treatment  and  all  were  referred  to  the  E.N.T.  Specialist,  6 children  were  referred 
to  hospital  for  treatment. 
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ADDITIONAL  EXAMINATIONS 


Medical  Inspection  prior  to  admission  to  Training  Colleges 

During  the  period  19  pupils  had  a Special  medical  examination  before  admission  to 
colleges  for  training  for  the  teaching  profession,  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Science.  All  the  pupils  were  declared  medically  fit  for  admission  to  a training  college. 

Medical  Inspection  of  new  entrants  to  the  Teaching  Profession 

During  the  period,  3 medical  examinations,  which  included  a chest  X-ray,  as  required  by 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Science,  were  carried  out  on  new  entrants  to  the  teaching 
profession  within  the  Excepted  District.  All  were  found  to  be  fit. 

Children  attending  School  Camps 

During  the  period,  13  children  were  medically  examined  before  attending  organised 
School  Camps 

Education  Department  Employees 

During  the  period,  68  questionnaires  were  completed  by  prospective  employees  in  the 
Education  Department.

INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  PREMISES 

Inspections  of  school  premises  are  carried  out  by  the  department  medical  officers  when 
visiting  the  schools  for  the  medical  inspection  of  pupils.  For  the  convenience  of  the  medical 
and  teaching  staffs  these  inspections  are  usually  carried  out  on  the  last  day  of  the  visit. 

During  the  period,  5 such  inspections  were  made  and  a total  of  6 defects  in  2 schools  were 
reported  to  the  Divisional  Education  Officer  for  information  and  appropriate  action. 

Inspections  of  school  premises  are  carried  out  under  the  standards  for  school  premJses 
regulations,  1959,  which  lay  down  standards  for  accomodation,  washing  facilities,  toilets, 
water  supply  (both  hot  and  cold),  lighting,  ventilation,  temperature,  conditions  of  playgrounds, 
cleanliness,  etc. 

X-RAY  OF  KITCHEN  STAFF 

During  the  period,  63  members  of  the  school  meals  service  kitchen  staff  were  X-rayed  at 
the  Chest  Clinic  under  the  scheme  whereby  each  applicant  for  a post  in  this  service  must  be 
declared  free  from  pulmonary  infection  radiographically  before  being  appointed.  All  were 
examined  by  a Medical  Officer  to  ensure  freedom  from  infection. 
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Medical  Inspection  of  Pupils  attending  Maintained  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1970- 

This  year  was  marked  by  several  upheavals  not  least  of  which  was  the  sudden  death  on 
March  1st,  1970,  of  Mr.  K.  B.  Williams,  who  had  served  both  the  previous  authorities  over  a 
period  of  many  years.  He  was  a most  conscientious  and  loyal  officer  and  his  premature 
decease  left  a very  wide  gap. 

A national  Strike  by  the  Refuse  Collection  Employees  threatened  to  bring  the  collection 
service  to  a standstill  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Union  decided  not  to  come  out  in  force 
but  to  select  authorities  for  strike  action,  we  were  fortunate.  Altough  surrounding  authorities 
were  in  fact  badly  hit,  there  was  no  extention  of  the  strike  to  this  authority  and  I feel  we 
should  all  be  grateful.  Altough  preparations  had  been  made  in  advance  to  minimise  the  risks 
to  the  Health  of  the  Public  should  a strike  occur,  it  is  much  more  satisfactory  that  the 
emergency  provisions  were  not  required. 

Also  later  in  the  year  was  an  unusual  incident  in  which  an  explosion  occurred  in  a mine 
shaft  now  used  for  the  disposal  of  liquid  wastes.  This  caused  a great  deal  of  alarm  among 
residents  of  the  district  surrounding  the  area  and  was  responsible  for  very  natural  fears  among 
those  people  concerning  their  safety.  Liaison  with  the  Factory  Inspectorate,  the  National  Coal 
Board,  and  the  Fire  Brigade  was  necessitated  and  close  control  of  the  gases  in  the  shaft  was 
undertaken  by  the  Mines  Division  of  the  National  Coal  Board  who  have  advised  the  company 
concerned  over  safety  precautions  to  be  instituted. 

This  problem  highlights  the  difficulties  facing  Industry  and  Local  Authorities  today. 

The  needs  of  our  societyt  demand  that  processes  are  undertaken  in  our  factories  which  result 
in  waste  materials  being  produced  which  can  contaminate.  The  safe  disposal  of  these 
waste  products  is  something  which  concerns  us  all  and  it  is  with  some  satisfaction  that 
this  year  saw  the  Government  set  up  a Royal  Commission  to  investigate  pollution  levels  and 
enviromental  pollution  of  all  kinds.  Its  reports  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

The  refuse  service  was  extended  during  this  year  to  cover  the  Councils  duties  under  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act  and  a regular  collection  service  was  instituted  in  order  to  clear  the  whole 
of  the  District  of  litter.  This  task  is  one  which  is  never  completed  since  the  habit  of  dumping 
seems  to  be  fairly  rooted.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Clayhanger 
Improvement  which  was  put  under  way  during  the  year  resulted  in  a great  visual  improvement 
to  that  area.  Altough  free  access  to  the  tip  was  given  there  has  not  been  any  evidence  of 
abuse  to  the  tip  entrance  such  as  was  feared.  This  reclaimation  scheme  was  well  under  way 
at  the  end  of  the  year  and  I now  anxiously  await  the  implementation  of  the  Clayhanger  Relief 
Sewer  which  will  make  possible  the  extention  of  the  Reclamation  Scheme  to  a very  subst2inial 
level. 
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There  was  a considerable  amount  of  interest  displayed  at  National  levels  in  the  high  levels 
of  pollution  of  all  kinds  which  threaten  our  present  way  of  life.  As  I have  already  mentionedt 
a Royal  Comission  on  Enviromental  pollution  was  set  up  during  the  year  and  it  is  my 
sincere  hope  that  the  terms  of  reference  are  broad  enough  to  ensure  that  exhaustive  enquiries 
into  all  forms  of  pollution  are  covered  and  that  some  firm  recommendation  will  arise  in  due 
course, 

rhe  department  was  under  strength  for  the  majority  of  the  year  due  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  ^VTiliams  and  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Bracey,  Despite  this,  the  department  continued  to 
maintain  its  routine  tasks  in  Meat  Inspection,  Food  Control  and  Housing  Duties, 

There  was  no  variation  in  the  level  of  other  routine  duties  which  continued  as  in  previous 
years.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 

The  most  important  problem  which  faced  the  Department  in  the  programme  to  reduce 
smoke  from  domestic  sources  during  the  year  under  review  was  the  threatened  shortage  of 
solid  smokeless  fuels. 

This  caused  a slowing  down  in  the  smoke  control  programme,  but,  fortunately  unlike 
some  authorities  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  suspend  any  Smoke  Control  Orders 
made  within  the  Aldridge  Brownhills  Urban  District,  and  the  Number  32  Smoke  Control 
Order  came  in  to  operation  as  planned  on  the  1st  September,  1970. 

With  this  area  in  operation  the  whole  of  the  Pheasey  and  Streetly  estates  covering 
2,632  acres  and  containing  over  8,000  dwellings  are  included  in  adjoining  smoke  control 
orders  to  form  one  complete  area. 

In  spite  of  the  possible  fuel  shortage  one  small  smoke  control  order  was  made  during 
the  year,  which  affected  existing  premises  between  Birmingham  Road  and  Erdington  Road, 
Aldridge  not  already  affected  by  previous  Smoke  Control  Orders.  Altough  small  in  extent 
it  is  far  from  unimportant  since  it  forms  a bridge  between  five  existing  Smoke  Control  Orders 
to  form  a single  area  in  a built  up  district.  The  area  is  some  62  acres  in  extent  and  contains 
some  362  dwellings. 

The  order  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  will  be 
operative  from  the  1st  September  1971.

It  should  be  noted  that  70%  of  the  dwellings  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  are  contained 
in  the  eleven  Pheasey/Streetly  Orders  which  now  form  a single  entity. 
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INDUSTRIAL  PREMISES 

One  firm  re-equiped  their  boiler  house  plant  during  the  year  which  has  included  a new 
chimney  stack  installation.  The  remaining  notifications  of  heating  equipment  were  for 
very  small  gas  and  oil  fired  installations  which  are  now  standard. 

Generally  there  is  little  problem  with  standard  heating  and  boiler  plants,  large  or  small* 
However,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  three  sources  of  nuisance  were  causing  concern  by 
producing  undue  smoke.  One  source  was  a wood  waste  incinerator  which  was  a justified 
cause  of  complaint,  producing  excessive  dark  and  black  smoke  while  the  other  two  were  due 
to  general  refuse  burning.  One  cause  of  complaint  was  from  an  industrial  tip  which  caught 
fire  and  the  other  from  occasional  bonfires  lit  in  a scrap  yard.  All  these  matters  were  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year  pending  further  action. 

BRICK  WORKS  AND  METALURGICAL  WORKS 

The  remaining  producer  of  Staffordshire  Blue  Bricks  in  the  area  continue  to  cause  some 
concern  with  the  amount  of  low  level  smoke  emission.  However,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
experiments  were  well  under  wayto  reduce  this  nuisance  and  improvements  in  this  field  were 
anticipated  in  the  next  twelve  months 

The  brass  founders  in  the  district  continued  to  cause  nuisance  and  give  justification  to 
complaints  of  dust  and  fume  emission.  The  ‘Alkali’  Inspector  was  requested  to  investigate 
this  matter  with  a view  to  reducing  this  problem..
